Oddly enough, Thomas's first 
teaching job was nt William Tyndale 
(then called Sable Street). He*s been 
henrd to sny it was probably just ns 
bad a school in those days as it was 
said to be during the crisis. In the 
fifties he became nead of a school in 
brave new Stevenage. 

Perhaps the main achievement of 
his HMI career was the primary sur- 
vey, published in 1978. the idea for i 
it find several sources - a Plowden i 
report recommendation, the inade- 
quacies of the NFER when it came * 
to pnmary evaluation. But Thomas 
was the main initiator and architect. 

Since then surveys have become P 
part of the landscape. But the prim- vi 
ary one was particularly important in t 1 
providing careful evidence about the d 
realities of primary education when tl 
ft was badly needed. As Normnn ci 
Thomas has said: “ft made siJJy w 
things less likely".

Its principal, Mr John Glazier, 
says that if more students come for- 
ward the college will have to turn 
them away. And as chairman of the 
Standing Conference of Sixth Form 
and Tertiary College Principals, he is 
sure the problem is widespread. 

"What we’re doing under these 
circumstances is not educating, but 
simply existing," he said. 

Sixth form numbers have risen 
steeply in some city areas, boosted 
by part-time pupils who CBn spend 
less than 21 hours a week at school 
and still collect supplementary be- 
nefit.

The upward path? 
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Every stage of schooling has a num- 
ber of functions. One of these - 
though not the only one - is to 
prepare pupils for the next phase of 
their educational or working careers. 
Examinations ensure a pupil's satis- 
factory completion of the various 
stages and provide a powerful incen- 
tive. 

When the role of the A level ex- 
amination {or other hypothetical 
18-plus qualification) is discussed In 
this light, one of the questions that 
arises is how probable it is that the 
next phase of a pupil's "educational 
or working career” will consist of a 
university degree course. 

In the absence of hard facts the 
issue tends to become emotive. The 
answer to the question is of practical 
relevance, because on it depends the 
proper content of the A level curri- 
culum (and who it is who should 
decide upon it). The information be- 
low is intended to reduce the need 
for guesswork. 

From the records of the Universi- 
ties' -Central Council in Admissions 
(UCCA), which were kindly made 
available to us, it is passible to de- 
duce the number of students who are 
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accepted by universities and who 
have passed an A level examination 
in any given subject. For example, 
on the basis of a 10 per cent sample, 
it is concluded that 13,840 students 
with an A level pass in biology were 
accepted for admission in the au- 
tumn of 1977. Complementary statis- 
tics contained in the return of all 
examination boards in England. 


■ Wales and Northern Ireland provide 
the total number of A level passes in 

' the preceding summer and winter 
| examinations. For the school year 
1976-77, the total for biology was 
; 28,813, implying that there were ab- 
• out twice as many successful A level 

■ examinees in biology as there were 
successful university applicants with 

■ an A level pass in biology. Not ail 
I successful school leavers immediately 

go to university; some- take a year 
off or decide on university entrance 
only after several years at work. 
However, in the absence of a strong 
underlying trend, it seems fair to 
conclude that there is an approxi- 
mate balance between school leavers 
deferring university entrance and 
"over-age” university entrants. 
Accordingly, it appears that about 50 
per cent of the successful A level 
candidates in biology In 1976-77 were 
offered a university place in 1977. 
The figure must be a slight under- 
estimate because the 27,813 A level 
passes are attributable to slightly 
Fewer individual candidates: a small 
proportion enter and pass on more 
than one occasion in order to gain an 
.improved grade, and are thus 
counted more than once in the ex- 
a tni nation boards' returns. 

With these reservations - and they • 
cannot, affect the conclusions to any 
significant extent - we have taken 
the ratio 13,840:27,813 to express the 
fraction of students with a pass in A 
level biology who were accepted by 
universities to the total number of 
successful examinees in that subject. 


Expressed as percentages, such 
ratios are reproduced in the table for 
several important A level subjects.' 
The figures are given for 1977 and 
1978 entrants: the differences are not 
significant. Mathematics has been 
omitted because of the variety of 
examination papers offered ana be- 
cause a single candidate frequently 
takes two A levels in that subject 
(pure and applied mathematics) and 
sometimes more than two. 

It emerges quite clearly that in all 
subjects a high proportion of the 
successful A level candidates obtain 
places at universities. However, the 
pattern is far from uniform. The 
ratio is highest in the physical scien- 
ces (chemistry and physics), closely 
followed by the modem languages, 
German and then French. For biolo- 
gy and history only about half the 
students with A level passes proceed 
to university; for English and the 
social sciences subjects (geography 
and economics) the majority do not.

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Court action ineffective, report says 

Why the seeds of 
truancy are 
sown at home 


by Richard Garner 

Ad investigation into school truancy 
has shown that most of the children 
whose parents are taken to court 
over their absences were still staying 
away from school a year later. 

_ Now the Nuffield Foundation has 
given a £300,000 grant to the resear- 
chers to carry out a more detailed 
investigation into ways of producing 
better attendance at school. 

Research carried out bv the Uni- 
versity of Sheffield’s Department of 
Education, has dispelled the myth of 
the school truant as a naughty child 
who stays away to have a good time 
and gets into trouble. 

Its investigation revealed that poor 
atlenders often came from homes 
which- were financially deprived, 
where parents were unemployed, 
suffered from chronic' ill-healtH or 
depression. 

‘Many of the children were absent 
because of responsibilities at home 
or because they were under such 
stress that school attendance became 
irrelevant.” adds the Nuffield Found- 
ation. 


Well over 85 per cent of pupils 
against whom formal action was tak- 
en were failing to attend at the 
average level for the city a year after 
action was taken.” he adds. 

The two-year follow-up survey is 
one of several being funded by the 
foundation, whose annual report is 
published this week. Others include 
moves to develop the use of com- 
munication aids for the severely 
handicapped and a remedial training 
programme Fof children with reading 
difficulties.

Paper outlines 
a more equal 
school system 

SALISBURY: A major conference 
last week on the future of education 
in Zimbabwe was dominated by n 
paper delivered by a senior civil ser- 
1 vant which authoritative sources bc- 
jieve forms the basis of the post- 
independence Government’s formula 
for an egalitarian education prog- 
ramme. 

The seminar, sponsored by the 
Ministry of Education and Culture 
and the Dag Hammerskjold Founda- 
tion, was held when the government 
of Mr Robert Mugabe, having con- 
siderably broadened the scope of 
education in its 16 months in office is 
assessing the long-term options in a 
fundamental reappraisal of school stu- 
dies. 

Although pre-independence divi- 
sions between black and white 
education have been merged admin- 
istratively, the schools in rural areas 
serving the children of black labour- 
er parents and the exclusive ‘•com- 
munity” schools of the cities whose 
pupils are mainly drawn from the 
white population might well be in 
different continents for all the simi- 
larities in the facilities and quality or 
education.

A paper delivered by Mr Edmund

The v' manifesto identifies . three 
slages in the education sytem: pre- 
school for children aged three to five 
primary education “emphasizing 
equally the development or literacy 
and Jjsycho-motoV abilities" and 
secondary education to "prepare 
children for university, technical arid 
vocational courses.”

Sir, - Susan Norman proposes that 
there be a new dialect of English for the 
international user (August 14), with 
such simplifications as tne reduction of 
tenses to three. Reduction of a lan- 
guage to its basis and essentials does, 
no doubt, limit its resources, but she is 
right to argue that for practical interna- 
tional purposes the gain would out- 
weigh the loss. The real difficulty, 


however, is not for the foreign learner 
but for the native speaker. He has to 
unlearn so much. Even if British and 


American business men were to school 
themselves to such restrictions, the 
ordinary.native that the foreign visitor 
meets hardly will. 

Such an international dialect of 
English will not just grow by itself (a 
local “nidgin’* may, but that is diffe- 
rent). Apart from the highly desirable 
aim of teaching English to foreigners in 
a way that gives them a command of its 
essentials easily and quickly the only 
way such an international dialect of 
English cbuld be established, if it were 
to dc consistent, would be by an 
inter governmental decision. And this 
is the difficulty. 

The need for some international 
auxiliary language is painfully obvious. 
However much Businessmen may use 
English I am certain that no French- 
man or Russian would agree to the 
acceptance of English alone. The lan- 
guage chosen would have to be neutral 
as between different countries, for 
otherwise all but those having the 
chosen language as their mother ton- 
gue would be at a disadvantage they 


would never tolerate. The logic drive's 
one to a language like Esperanto. 

Susan Norman is rcudy to learn 
things from Esperanto but she says it 
has failed to catch on.

individual children, to assess their progress, talk 
about books, help plan their reading, and 
encourage them to use the strategies of fluent 
readers. 

All teachers read aloud to children at least 
once a week. The majority spent between one 
and two and a half hours reading aloud. They 
were much less likely to give children a chance 
to read to themselves. Children were carefully 
“surrounded by books”, but rarely got more 
than 10 or 15 minutes at registration time to 
mad them . 

‘If you’re reading quietly in 
your head and you don’t 
know some words you can just 
th ink.’ 

The children who got most time to read 
were the ablest, who could read books when 
they finished other work. Only three teachers 
mentioned that they sometimes sat down with 
their own book at reading times, so demon- 
strating that reading was an engrossing thing 
to do. 

Teachers also were unlikely to give children 
much training in how to use books to get 
information. “Study skills" were rarely being 
.effectively taught, nor were children being 
taught to use the library efficiently. 

The two classes that made most progress in 
reading over a year had teachers who devoted 
time both to the teaching of study skills, and 
to. discussion of books. One teacher had long 
penonal reading sessions. The other devoted 
• more time than other classes to topic work, 
and a lot of topic work was done at home. 

The report suggests that schools should con- 
tinue to look for a wide range of ways of 
.interesting children in books - but that a lot of 
effort will be wasted if children are not given 
, lime to read in school, and a wide range of 
books -particularly of fiction - at an appropriate 
. level to read. . * 

They also .recommend that each school 
should work out a detailed plan agreed by the 
whole staff to train children in the study skills, 
needed for topic work, • 1 

Children’s views 

The researchers interviewed 50 children to 
find out their views on books and reading. 
They found that the younger children tended 
to like funny books, while the second years 
were beginning to like exciting adventure and 
' mystery stories. 

The books they most disliked were ones they 
. . considered ‘'babyish" or “silly". More children 
dislike the books they were reading at school 
because they were too easy than too difficult, 

. • Juniors liked their books to loqk grown up, with 
*“*11 print and not too many pictures.

The first of a series of five annual reports t 
sponsored by the Assessment of Performance v 
Unit of the Department of Education on (he f, 
language performance of 11-year-old pupils a 
has recently been published, The report pre- r 
sents the results of a survey in May 1979 which 
involved about 13,600 pupils in 913 randomly f 
selected schools in England, Wales and ‘North- c 
ern Ireland. t 

The report describes the results of th e 1 
assessment of pupils’ performance in reading £ 
and writing and includes a study of their S 
attitudes to and preferences for different types 
of reading activity. The research team was also i 
asked to investigate the feasibility of assessing 
performance in activities involving listening 
and speaking and, from next year, the surveys 
will incorporate assessment in these modes. 

The survey was carried out on behalf of the 
APU by a research team at the National 
Foundation for Educational Research, working 
with a . steering group of subject specialists, 
convened by the APU, and with liaison groups 
of teachers in different parts of the country. 

The scope of the APU surveys is therefore 
much broader than that of the previous nation- 
al surveys carried out between' 1948 and 1964. 
Those only investigated the reading ability of 
pupils aged 11 and 15 and the evidence was 
limited. This was because the two measures 
used in such surveys were sentence-completion 
tests, in which pupils were presented with a 
number of incomplete and uncontextualized 
sentences and asked to complete these by 
.selecting one item from a list of words. The 
results of such tests provided no direct in - 
formation about the ability of pupils to carry 
out the practical reading tasks with which they 
are faced in school or outside. 

The measures used in the APU surveys to 
assess reading performance, in contrast, are 
ones in which pupils are asked to read mate- 
rials that are similar in form, content and 
variety to those they might meet in daily life. 
Most of the reading tests take the form of 
illustrated booklets, each containing materials 
relating to a single theme or story. 

In reading the booklets pupils have to Inter- 
pret individual, passages in relation to other 
relevant passages, using cues such as a table of 
contents or index, where these are provided. 
They are required also to vary their methods 
or strategies of reading according to the form 
and function of the materials being read and 
their own reading purposes. • ■ ■ 

The results of the 1979 survey indicated that 
the proportion of non-readers among 11-year- 

- olds Is very low. In dealing with a reading test 

containing 56 questions, for example, less than 
3 per cent of the sample answered fewer than 
10 questions correctly and less than 1 percent 
fewer than fivie questions. V , .-'f ■;

•if rtbout pupils’ : voluntary reading activities And 
their attitudes to readfog in geperal. lt was 


thought to be essential to investigate not just i 
whether pupils could read but whether they l 
did read and whether they regarded reading as ' 
a source of pleasure and personal develop- ' 
ment. 1 

The results of the survey indicated that (he 1 
prevailing attitude to reading among I L-yeor- i 
olds was positive. This was particularly so 
towards the reading of stories, and this atti- 
tude was not confined to those whose perform- 
ance on the reading test showed them to be 
good readers. 

Among the mass of evidence presented in 
the report about pupils’ altitudes to reading, 
two points might be noted here. The first is 
that a large majority expressed a preference 
for reading at home rather than reading at 
school or in a library. It could be inferred 
from many of the responses given that some of 
the conditions that pupils tend to associate 
with sustained independent reading were not 
available in many schools, or indeed in many 
homes, except in the relative privacy of n 
bedroom. While the majority of pupils ex- 
pressed a preference for reading at home, 
about a third of the sample also indicated that 
they seldom had the opportunity or inclina- 
tion. 

In the attitude study there were a number of 
statistically significant differences between the 
responses of boys and girls. For example, a 
lower proportion of boys than girls expressed a 
preference for stories as opposed to poems 
and a higher proportion preferred to read 
about their hobbies and to read books provid-. 

■ ing factual information. The differences Jn 
' response between boys And giriA' extended to 
such matters as the amount of reading done 
voluntarily as well as (he types of reading . 
matter preferred. . 

A statistically, significant difference in per- 
formance between boys and girls was also 
evident Jn the study of pupils’ writing perform- 
ance. Girls performed better than boys' oh all 
of the writing tasks, whether their performance 
was judged through impression marking or by 
a panel of analytic markers. 

In the writing survey, pupils were asked to 
complete one of ten different writing booklets. 
In completing a booklet they had to write two 
essay-type tasks and a shorter .writing task 
such as an exercise which involved editing a 
short composition written by a pupil of their 
own age. Pupils were also asked to' provide 
brief written answers to questions about the 
types of writing they enjoyed. 

The essay tasks included activities which 
might normally be included in an English 
lesson, such as the writing of fiction pr .auto- 
biographical narrative, . and activities , which 
would ba ? tePre' Mspqfeted > with, other areas Pf

.. The. report includes a detailed analysis of 
pupils' perform ance on four writing tasks . 
There involved writing a report, telling a 
. stpry, writing to chango a friend’s state of 
mind, and writing a.letter of request. Exam- 
ples of tfie pupils' writing are cited arid these 
illustrate the foot that the various writing tasks 
impose: different demands oii the pupils. For 
. example, pupils found it easier to handle con- 
tent and organization in writing addressed to a 
friend .than in Writing a more formal letter of 
t request. 

However ..when the two tasks were assessed 


in terms of the pupils' knowledge of gramma- 
tical conventions used in written English, the 
relative difficulty of the tasks was reversed. In 
observing the formal constraints of the letter 
of request pupils were able to avoid some of 
the syntactic problems associated with more 
improvised expression while being faced with 
more complex demands in relation to other 
aspects of their writing. The application of the 
analytic criteria by the panels of assessors 
provided one way of Indicating what these 
demands were and how they varied from task 
to task. 

More than 95 per cent of the pupils whose 
work was assessed analytically showed suffi- 
cient mastery of orthographic and grammatical 
conventions used in written English for what 
they wrote to be understood on first reading. 

The majority of pupils showed some awareness 
of the need to provide writing that was stylisti- 
cally appropriate to the audience they envis- 
aged, although, understandably, relatively few 
pupils had mastered the range of stylistic re- 
sources that might be employed for this pur- 
pose. 

The written work of more than 10 per cent 
of the sample was judged to be flawless both, 
in- terms of the knowledge of surface features 
of writing and in terms of the content and 
organization of what was written. 

One of the purposes of the surveys is to 
relate certain of the findings about performance 
to a number of background variables. I have 
mentioned the fact that the sex of the pupil 
was taken into account in interpreting the 
results. Another .factor considered was 
;. Whether English :wfla the 
• learned to Speak. \ 

Evidence was.' also obtained about rela^; ; 
tionships between pupil performance and. al 
. number of school variables: .por example, the:. , 
meari scores of pupils in reading aifo writing; : 
tended to decrease as the proportion df pupils 
entitled to free school lunches increased.-This 
•result may be taken to provide evidence on a 
national scale of a fact that has beeri'notfed in 
a number of smaller scale studies: the . less 
affluent the catchmeint area Is, the lower the 
level of performance tends to be; However, • 
the extent to which this was the case varied id 
different locations and further research “is 
needed to shed light on such variation. 

Schools in the surrey samples were catego- 
rized as belonging to one of five regions 
(North, South and Midlands in England,. 
Wales and Northern Ireland). There were . A . 
number of statistically, significant regional . 
variations in performance. For : exapiple, pupils 
in the Midlands obtained significantly lower- 
mean scores: In both, reading and Writing than. ^ 
pupils In Other regions. It would, however, nor:

'Moreover; as the report emphasizes, differ- 
ences In performance that are statistically sfg-

The information given in the report about 
the relationships between school variables, and 
pupils’ performance will, no doubt, Ire of some 
interest to teachers, but my own view is that it 
is (He detailed analyses And ■ illu4tratiori of . 

. pupils' responses to different tasks that will be 

■ of most interest and relevance to them. 

While ,we. have had to keep in mind ' the 
interests Of Other groups of readers in writing 
the -report; we have tried, with the assistance , 

■ of our ; colleagues in th e steering groiip, to 
keep the concerns bf teachers constantly In 
view. We look forward to hearing from mem- 
bers of the profession whethei 1 our perform- 
ance in this respect adequately reflects our 
intentions.

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Taking notes

The skill of making notes, as part of 
a wider programme of study, library 
and judgment skills, is acknowledged 
by most teachers as a necessary tool 
for learning. The Bullock Report 
saw note-making as an important 
aspect of the skills of reorganizing 
and relating ideas, but concluded 
that, “large numbers of pupils pass 
through school without ever learning 
to make notes efficiently”. 

There is little evidence that such 
skills are explicitly taught in schools, 
although there are programmes in 
the sixth form of the secondary 
school. Where they are taught, learn- 
ing often consists of the performance 
or arid, isolated exercises. Ail those 
who have passed through higher 
education know the struggle to leam 
efficient methods of study and note- 
taking for themselves. Lunzer and 
Gardner's survey in 1979 on The 
Effective Use of Reading found that, 
in topic work in the lower secondary 
school, most of the lime was spent in . 
writing, but that this writing con- 
sisted mainly of copying verbatim, or , 
with minor modifications, from a 
single text, randomly selected. ] 

It is our belief that note-taking ’ 
skills can be taught successfully in i 
the junior school, so that children 


are performing at a high level by the 
time they transfer to ■ secondary 
education. This is how we developed 
note-taking in our junior school with 
a class of eight to nine-year-olds. 

As a stHTt, children were taken 
through sequencing exercises and 
taught to listen carefully to short 
stories. The SRA Listening skills 
laboratory exercises were useful for 
this. The teacher then began, care- 
fully and clearly, to tell a short stray 
or relay a passage of information, 
instructing the children to write 
down the most important points. The 
use of stress, intonation and slow 
speech by the teacher was necessary 
here, especially at first, when chil- 
dren needed fairly heavy clues as to 
which were die main points. 

Gradually, the teacher was able to 
speed up her speech and over- 
emphasise less. After this, children 
were asked to re-tell the main points 
and these were written on the black- 
board in sequence. The pupils then 
wrote an expanded version using the 
skeleton on the blackboard and link- 
ing the main points together in sent- 
ences. Here, the teacher found the 
less able in the class still coping, but 
restricted in their use of linking 
words mainly to “them" or “and. 


the next stage, which was applying 
note-taking techniques to summaris- 
ing from books. The books were 
selected by the teacher to match 
each child s ability with a suitable 
text, but also to ensure at first that 
the information required was clear 
and readily accessible. Weil aware of 
the danger of children copying pas- 
sages verbatim, the teacher paired 
children to work together to produce 
one set of notes. More importantly 
for the later development of judg- 
ment and evaluative skills, each pair 
was given two books so that informa- 
tion from more than one source 
could be compared or contrasted. 

Children read the relevant pas- 
sages in both books, discussed them 
and together decided what were the 
important points to write down. It 
was delighful to see examples of con- 
tradictions or differing points of view 
emerging from the two texts used.

stood up, as another stated. 

The next stage was the setting of 
definite purposes in the form of 
questions to answer from books, set 
and discussed before reading. In 
fact, the teacher felt that, in hind- 
sight, this stage could have occurred 
earlier in order to focus childrens' 
attention to direct their reading and 
to make the task more realistic and 
meaningful. This was not done, as it 
was felt that this might overload the 
children at too early a stage. 

However, the children now 


accepted the focussing of their read- 
ing, and began to snow competent 
skimming and scanning skills in 
locating relevant passages in the 
books. The children were now taught 
to write down the title and author of 
the book they were using in order 
that they could easily find it later if 
they needed to re-check information 
or to find nn appropriate illustration 
to accompany a piece of writing. 

This stage was followed by the 
encouragement of children to choose 
books themselves, still from a collec- 
tion pre-selected by the teacher. In 
this way, children could use their 
previous experience to find the best 
book for their purpose, and further 
develop skills. Alongside this, prac- 
tice and teaching in the use of lists of 
contents, index bibliography etc. has 
enabled the children to become more 
sophisticated and discerning in their 
choice of books and relevant note- 
worthy passages within them, with 
much discussion arising, especially 
when conflicting evidence or opinion 
is discovered. The children have be- 
come conscious of the organisation 
of a reference book, noting the rele- 
vance of its date of publication, the 
usefulness or skimpiness of its index. 

A critical attitude has developed 
among many of the children who are 
now quite prepared to evaluate a 
book on Us content, layout, orga- 
nization, accuracy and bias, and who 
can justify their judgments with illus- 
trations from the text.

Labour’s national executive sjjb. 
cominutees recent policy 
not to introduce a national systemrf 
tertiary colfoges i is ideologically £)? 
fensible. Like the 1965 CabinetE 
s.on to “request" not 
l.e.n.s to submit plans for comm, 
hensiye secondary reorganizaiion.il 
is a betrayal of socialist principles. 

. “Limited resources" is one reason 
given for the decision. This, howev- 
er, raises doubts about the priority . 
given to Labour's financial commit- 
ment to the abolition of independent 
schools, and to the guarantee of i '' 
maintenance allowance for . 16-19 
year old, at the third stage. 

Any allocation of resources musi. 
in any case, be seen against the 
mounting costs of a deteriorating 
pattern of anti-social behaviour, far 
which the present school system 
must take part of the blame. 

What is even more in doubt k 
Labour’s commitment to the princi- 
ple of equality of opportunity, since 
a failure to go tertiary means a con- 
tinuation of present inequalities. 
These are inevitable in a mixed 
secondary system with its inbuilt pro- 
tection for the exercise of local au- 
thority “discretion" in the choice of 
16-19 provision. 

There is. however, no choice for 
16-19 year olds'; their educational 
opportunities are determined by (he 
accident of domicile. A future 
Labour government, if it is true to 
its principles, must legislate infwnu 
of greater centralised control over 
education. For too long, the. vagaries 
of IochI “circumstances" have takes 
precedence over national “needs". 

Labour's decision Will certainly en- 
courage the growth of compromise 
schemes, involving schools and FE 
colleges. This extension of the old . 
grammar/sccondary-modern apar- 
theid is socially divisive, and duplica- 
tion of resources makes it econorai- - 
cally wasteful. A tertiary system 
rationalization of 16-19 education in 
the face of falling rolls. 

The other alternative is the 11-18. 
school. Many of these are, however, 
faced with serious disciplinary prob- 
lems, often nrlsing from n failure to. 
meet the divergent needs of the sixth 
and of the 11-16 age-group within ■ 
the one institution. The ultimate 
solution for 16-19 year olds is rail .. 
nutonomy within a tertiary system ■ ; 
and for 11-16 year- olds a return to a . 
stable “authoritarian" school en- 
vironment, without which there can 
be no evaluation of the benefits or 
an orderly society. 

Without this evaluation we 
pact an escalation of anti-social ■ 
navlour.

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Chronicle of Youth: Vera Brittain’s War Diary 
1913-1917- Edited by Alan Bishop

When Testament of Youth appeared in 1933, its 
popularity was explained by the fact that it really 
IJas a testament of her particular generation of 
young, middleclass women who became adults 
during the first world war, for all those lost 
lovers, brothers and friends who had died in 
their thousands as junior officers. I can remem- 
ber reading it as a boy on the eve of the second 
world war, when the author was well-known and 
active as a pacifist propagandist, and feeling 
both moved and irritated by it, and its assump- 
tions. • , , ■ ... 

My irritation was because, like many an inter- 

war child, I had heard continually the war stories 
of the other ranks, who didn't have those small 
comforts, like brandy, better billets, home 
leaves, and, for goodness' sake, servants, which 
must have made life a little better for the 
officeis. 

I didn’t realise at the time that while the 
soldiers were killed off in their hundreds of 
thousands, the young officers had, individually, 
a much shorter life expectancy. They were ex- 
pected to see that the men had dry feet, to set an 
example to them, lead them over the top. and 
restrain them from running away. This was 
much more lethal than keeping your head down 
and never volunteering for anything. 

Their public school and OTCs had trained 
them for this very purpose (all Vera Brittain’s 
young men friends had been to Uppingham), 
and even their academic advancement had been 
nurtured by the classical authors who, with one 
voice, declared that it was a sweet and becoming 
thing to die for one’s fatherland. As recorded by 
commanding officers, chaplains and batmen i the. 
last thoughts of many of these young men were 
that they hadn’t let the old school down, 

Testament of Youth was recently re-issued as a 
result of the television serialisation last year, 
which must hBve been one of the incentives for 
the publication of the diaries on which it was 
partially based. The present book is a distillation 
of there diaries to about half their original, 
length, whitting material which was used by the 
author in her earlier book. She, apparently, had 
hoped that the diaries would be published as a 
separate volume, firstly in 1922 and later, just 
before (he second world war, when she thought 
that "the present with its intense, 'll fe-and-death 
preoccupation with war and peace could hardly 
be more appropriate.” 

She felt dial one of the things readers would 
learn from her diaries was the "unfitness of the 
youth of 1913 for its future" and that there was a 
contrast, between the ignorance of that young 
generation and the knowledge of the generation 
she aw about her, but that the book would 
reveal the "universality, of certain qualities 
which belong to youth in all ages - lovely 
idealism, glonous faith, pathetic verbosity.” 

1 Well; yes, .they do reveal oil this. They cover 
•.her life between the ages of 18 and 23, but are 
J“re thap just the outpourings of a young lady 
*rem Buxton. Certainly they evoke a vanished 


world, where she is excited by the sermons and *1 
soul-searchings of the curate of a neighbouring- " 
parish, and regrets that he is encumbered by his 
pathetic little wife (who was probably his salva- - 
tion). 

Certainly she, like everyone else, was swept 
away by patriotic fever in 1914 and even, a grisly 
year later, is outraged because the soldiers who _ 
smashed up the shop of Mr Wenzel, the hair- 
dresser, should consequently spend the night in 
the lock-up. "The Wenzels, father and son. are 
enemy aliens, and as such ought to have been 
interned long ago. They would have been but for 
the slackness of the authorities here.” 

But this is just period detail. The diaries 
reflect the efforts of their writer to move into a 
broader life than the atmosphere and the 
assumptions of her family home allowed her. 
She is so flattered when the university extension 
lecturer takes note of the quality of her essays, 
and finds that she can actually win her way to 
Oxford. She is only mildly resentful when her 
parents (as- unloveable as anyone else’s) dismiss 
her achievement, even though shd realises that 
their attitude would have been totally different 
if she had been a boy. She is enormously excited 
by the wider horizons of higher education. 

Then the whole atmosphere changes. Every 
young man of her acquaintance has joined the 
doomed class of junior officers, including Ro- 
land Leighton, with whom she has fallen in love. 
She becomes involved with his family, who 
belong to the cultivated literary and artistic 
intelligentsia. She herself becomes a nurse, and, 
coping with uncomplaining "Tommies” at the 
point of death, learns something of the physical 
awfulness of life, from which she has always 
been shielded. 

It is as though she had always known that the 
fatal telegram would come. She copes with 
Roland’s death, and with the succession of 
deaths of all her male friends, in the same 
pathetic and painful way as everyone else. Her 
own later thoughts were that “Today I feel 
sorrow no more; my grief is for those I have 
known and loved who were cut off before their 
time by the crass errors of human stupidity. I can 
■only give thanks to whatever power directs the 
seemingly unjust and haphazard course of hu- 
man existence that I have survived the sad little 
ghost of 1917 sufficiently long to know that the 
blackest night - though it never ceases to cast its 
shadows - may still change, for long intervals of 
lime, to the fullest sunlight of the golden day." 

That is the way people try to keep faith wjth 
. those whom they have riot only outlived, but, 
outgrown. Changes in the literary language have 
altered the way in which we would express these 
thoughts today. We would simply say that time 
heals. 

But two impressions remain from this book. 
One is of the remarkable fidelity of the televi- 
sion series of Testament of Youth which revealed 
very accurately the diarist addressing us.

So this, the second such show 
organized by the Tate, is to be wel- 
comed. The previous exhibition, of 
Eve years ago. has been improved 
upon by clear lighting, designed to 
help the partially sighted; Assistants 
are on hand to guide around, the 
catalogue is available in targe print 
as well as braille, and the public at 
lanp Is excluded. 

These thoughtful measures are re- 
flected in the show itself. It opens 
with four versions of the human 
hud of which, interestingly enough, 
the two most visually arresting are 
also preferred by the blind visitors. 
Whereas Gaudier Brzeaka’s “Major 
Smythles” seems bland and William 
• Turnbull’s “Mask”, despite the 
added bonus of being able to pick it 
up, vaguely disturbing in its anonym- 
ity, Epstein’s “Ernest Bevin" is 
appreciated for the humour of its 
craggy accretive style and Moore’s 
"Head'' enjoyed for the contrasts be- 
tween its outer rougher bronze and 
inner brass smoothness. 

Perhaps there is a sort of native 
good taste. One would expect blind 
people to enjoy Frink’s “Dog Bark- 
Irig j considering the role dogs play 
In their lives. Blind people are not 
removed from actuality in some 


t-narouxs tnte personification ot 
"Civilisation: The Judge”, whose 
empty and inhuman qualities are 
merely unsatisfying; rejecting too 
Kim Lee's puzzling “Chess Piece” 
which neither by eye nor hand can 
be made out to be anything and yet 
is not nothing; and being confused 
by Gaudier Brzeska's “Bird Swallow- 
ing Fish”, which resembles nothing 
so much as a pop-eyed frog with a 
model helicopter going down its 
throat. 

What is popular, then, besides the 
friendly shapes of animals and 
heads?

“Piano”, two wall-mounted pieces in 
which jigsaw-like bits and bobs con- 
nect in surprising ways and even, to 
shock and pleasure, move about. As 
well, the handling collection of 
Moore’s and Hepworth’s tools are 
greatly intriguing, and the contact 
with the creative process deepened 
by Moore’s collection of found 


by Moore’s collection of found 
stones and the small sculptures 
evolved from them. 

There must be more exhibitions 
like this. Why not a small, changing, 
permanent gallery In every place 
which has a scupture collection. Such 
a show is easy to run, costs nothing 
to maintain save the bar of soap for 
visitors to wash their hands, and will 
give pleasure to the millions of peo- 
ple whose disability bars them from 
so much of the culture into which 
they are bom.

“Oh, my lovely Kinder” were the 
last words spoken by the remarkable 
Mrs Winogradsky - mother of Lew, 
Leslie, Bernard and Rita - before 
she died in January of this year, in 
her mid-90s. It is she rather than 
they who emerges most coherently 
from this rather routine study of the 
Grade family. 

Hunter Davies begins solidly, 
however, by locating the Grades 
within the Great Jewish folk migra- 
tion of the turn of the century; he 
delves deep into the memoirs of sur- 
vivors and shows how their persona- 
lities and altitudes were created 
within that underdocumented ghetto- 
world of Whitechapel and Stepney, 
and their talents sharpened as show- 
dancers then as agents and impress- 
arios. Clearly Lew Grade is the Riant 
af the dynasty, both in the extra- 
ordinary moral determination which 
illuminate his daily actions and in his 
sheer impact upon prevailing taste. 

This study - which gradually de- 
generates from researched history 
into a kind of celebratory portrait as 
the chapters pass - brings out more 
clearly than previous journalism the 
human loynlites and conscious cultu- 
ral values which apparently travel 
with the Grade family genes. They 
share a curious obsession with "cul- 
ture” and “entertainment", as 
apposed, almost manichean, polar- 
ities. They have surely helped to 
drive this opposition to its aesthetic 
limns. Their strident belief in show- 
business leads them to label every- 
thing else . as "some' kind of 
Shakespeare” and probably bears 
some kind of witness to the heritage 


of ghetto teaching in the early years 
of the century. Religion, in all its 
forms and implications, is excluded 
from the anathemas (hat go with, 
"culture". The Grades believe in 
families and family values and 
Davies have demonstrated without 
making them appear conventionally 
vulgar and without patronising his 
subjects, how these values inform 
the Grade empire as well as the 
internal politics of the Grade dan, 
its squabbles, its occasional excom- 
munications of divorced wives and 
unconforming offspring. 

Alas, however, despite the book's 
clear aspirations it funks the really 
difficult task. Davies does not suc- 
ceed in prising any skeleton from the 
now aging demi-monde of variety 
and many fascinating business secrets 
dating back to the forties and fifties 
will shortly be lost forever. Less than 
a quarter of the total text is dedi- 
cated to the television and cinema 
career of Lord Grade and Lord De- 
Ifont - the bulk of the book concen- 
trates on the pre-war dancing years, 
the years of scrimping, touring and 
failure. It teaches much, therefore, 
but subliminally rather than directly, 
about the inter-war ambience of 
showmanship that gave rise to the 
Grade phenomenon, about the arbit- 
rariness of the combination of mod- 
em eletronics with vaudeville beliefs 
that fuels this extraordinary organi- 
zational phenomenon of eighties en- 
tertainment. 

What a pity the opportunity has 
been lost to research fully the story 
of the Grades and interrogate the 
propositions concerning the nature of 
entertainment which he (so danger- 
ous and so unchallenged) in the 
work of this sibling group. 


The Commons in Perspective. By

(as will be no surprise to those who 
know his work) Mr Norton has pro- 
duced Another first rate book. 

Useful - nearly definitive - as an 
up-to-date university students' prim- 
er. applying the tools of the profes- 
sional political scientist and the 
historian to the functions of the 
House of Commons, the book is also 
a contribution of weight to discussion 
about the future of Parliament. 

If I were teaching students (or 
indeed sixth formers) about British 

E clitics, I should not hesitate to set 
is chapters on the development and 
I present function of the House as 
basic reading. I might want to cast a 
little more doubt than he does on 
the goldenness of the era of House 
of Commons history between the 
first two reform bills (did not Stanley 
complain in his diaries about the 
difficulty of finding enough members 
who even turned up - let alone had 
any knowledge of public affairs - 
when it came to Government- 
making?). I might emphasize a little 
more the growth of effective lob- 
byists in Britain, and the closeness of 
their relationships with individual 
members - and develop a page or 
two on the symbiotic relationship 
which has grown up between the 


lobbyists and not only tile All-Party 
Committees on this or that (some of 
which are just fronts for external 
interests) but also the new Select 
Committees. 1 would be irritated by 
one self-imposed limitation: why 
not one chapter on the Lords to 
complete the picture? Discussion of 
a number of subjects (Select Com- 
mittees, for example, or, more im- 
portant, constitutional reform) are 
incomplete because of this. A chap- 
ter on the Lords (particularly if sonic 
of the ‘‘sectoral” analysis of the rela- 
tionship between the Commons and 
Departments went) would not make 
the book too long. 

But we get, as usual with Mr Nor- 
ton, a little more than simply analy- 
sis. There is a “Norton view* of the 
best way forward. He believes that 
the House can and possibly will (if 
Members continue in the way they 
have been going recently) reform it- 
self not so much by more institution- 
al change, but by means of a grow- 
ing willingness on the part of Mem- 
bers to vote against their parties. 
Attitudes, he says, to dissent are 
changing (and he has the figures to 
prove it), and if they will go on 
changing a bit more we will find we 
nave evolved, in a. very British way, 
a Parliament which will not be in- 
effective in its scrutiny and occasion- 
al punishment of the Executive. 

This is quite likely right. In 
another book, Mr Norton might like 
to develop this scheme further. He 
rightly defends the role of party in 
strengthening the back-benchers 
against the Executive: the only coun- 
ter to the administrative imperative 
available to Whitehall is the political 
clout available to the organized 
back-bencher. Is there more Parlia- 
ment could be doing to assist the 
"politicization" of back-benchers?

Rather, he specifically lists these as 
matters for personal choice. Mean- 
while his readers can get on udth the 
more immediate task of choosing be- 
tween contraceptive methods; opti- 
mistic, mechanical or chemical.

All hint of romance has escaped | 
too.

Literary historians can 
chart the book as .a new turn in the 
anthropomorphic tradition which 
stretches from the FlOpsy Bminles, 
Toad and Sam Pig to two new char- 
acters.

The basic question for’ readers of 
reviews is “Snouid I buy it?". The 
answer i& yes, if you're looking for a 
book which speaks directly to teen- 
agers and uses a range of persuasive 
techniques to keep them reading.

It implies that Marxist “criti- 
cal theory" is to be applied to the field 
of social policy, an Impression which 
is strengthened by the fact that this 
publication is to be managed not by an 
editor but by an 18 member “editorial 
collective". Yet the prime object turns 
out not to be to offer a range of truly 
different and alternative social policies 
for consideration in Britain, but rather 
to attack our present welfare state 
from more or less any left wing angle,

collective editorial policy of “apposi- 
tion to the radical right and an aware- 
ness of the inadequacies of Fabian and 
other orthodox models to meet its 
challenges". 

To be sure. Bob Deacon does

The review section, not surprisingly 
for a first issue perhaps, seems rather 
long in the tooth.

At prices such that few can enjoy 
them all, these new offerings for the 
A level sociology textbook market 
each lay claim to our attention, 
though they meet the criteria for 
being good textbooks (the material 
having a shape while being compen- 
dious, genuinely introductory, well 
referenced, etc.) differently. The two 
volumes by Fletcher are the most 
different and the least well-suited to 
the central task to which the others 
are devoted, namely catching the 
Aldershot syllabus. His is rather a 
rerun of the historic London tour, 
with lingering stops at Spencer, Ton- 
nies and Hobhouse ana correspon- 
dingly shorter ones at the more de- 
rivative and overrated Durkheim and 
Marx. The main route is that which 
was fully laid out in his The Making 
of Sociology a decade ago. It argues 
that in the nineteenth and early 
twentieth centuries, sociology moved 
from theory to theories (I omit the 
italics with which the book is pla- 
gued). By the second world war, all 
the so-called modem theories were 
presaged.

stitutional and theoretical levels. No- 
one teaching or learning sociology :u 
A level ought to learn anything new 
for example, from rending either 
pages 10-15 or 209-214 of Nature and 
Scope.

O'Donnell, commended for his 
confession of libertarian socialism in

• Should calculators be used in the 
teaching of mathematics? If they are. 
mil the pupils become more numer- 
als or will basic numeracy suffer? 
Reference to the professional jour- 
nals produces a whole series of con- 
flicting arguments and suggestions, 
and it Is evident that there exists a 
deep division of opinion on these 
issues. 

Ultimately the decision to use cal- 
culators in the teaching of mathema- 
tics rests not with the individual 
teachers but with the external ex- 
amining boards who offer examina- 
tions at 16+ . Most boards now allow 
the use of electronic calculators, sub- 
ject to some restrictions. Are their 
derisions based on the results of ■ 
carefully conducted research, or are 
they simply acceding to a view. 

If calculators are to be incorpo- 
rated into mathematics teaching 
should the schools provide the calcu- 
lators? Should they replace the bat- 
teries? Should there be spare 
machines in case of malfunction in 
examinations?

TlTis autumn's childrens television 
rfluns from llic BBC were announced 
Inst week. They eon tain few sur- 

E rises. There are some new series, 
ut nothing really innovative in ideas 
or approach. 

All the old and trusted formulae 
are back - Blue Peter is going to 
Japan, Rib Ticklers is n scries of 
funny books read aloud, there are 
some new animated films for youn- 
ger children, Newsround is going to 
Be “more like the nine o'clock news” 
and there's some promising drama. 

Liter in the year there’s Ticket to 
•Ride, a travel series, a spnee/crime 
series called Cuptain Zep, Space De- 
tective ; and Make 'Em Laugh, six 
programmes of dips from silent 
movies. Captain Zen might be good 
fun: in it the studio audience will 
offer their own solutions to the 
crimes in question before the myster- 
ies are resolved. 

The announcement of the autumn 
programme plans provoked some 
discussion of children's television 
values. There was a lot of talk about 
the early summer riots and the influ- 
ence of television. 

Edward Barnes, head of children’s 
broadcasting at the BBC, decided to 
allow only still photographs of the 
wreckage to be shown on John 
Craven’s Newsround , on the assump- 
tion that children might be encour- 
aged to throw petrol bombs if they 
saw film of bombs being thrown. 

There was also concern about how 
few girls fenture actively in children’s 
i programmes, whether in dra- 
ma series or practical programmes. 
Girls feature either as helpers of 
boys who are having adventures nr 
not at all. it was alleged. This was 
defended by BBC producers, who 
cited the Maggie series and claimed to 
have good intentions. 

By far the most discouraging 
aspect of the current BBC outlook is 
it extreme caution. Budget is not the 
only consideration here, though one 
can understand that even the possi- 
bility of reduced funding makes for 
' retrenchment. The main problem, as 
.always, is that paternalistic concern 
about influence is making for unadven- 
turous programming, while fear of risk 
is preventing experiment.

individuals and social needs. The 
sort of science I have described in 
label form above had a value, albeit 
conditional, in a world where the 
division of labour was sharply strati- 
fied and the purpose of tne educa- 
tional system fitted this stratification 
in the modern, technical and gram- 
mar school sense. We need to 
remember that much of the curricu- 
lum development in the last two de- 
cades has its roots firmly established 
in the tripartite division of schooling 
enshrined in the 1944 Education Act. 

Thus we have a curriculum that 
values and reifies the grammar of the 
subject - be It geotropism or poly- 
morphism - and an alternative curri- 
culum that from time to time has 
sought somewhat pragmatically to In- 
terpret the Ideas of modern science 
ana technology in ways young people 
can understand. The problem is that 
the former curriculum with its emph- 
asis on knowledge as knowledge has 
always been held in high esteem by 
professional and laymen alike. The 
curriculum of “Knowledge in Use” 
or “Knowledge and Capability" has, 
by and large, been undervalued and 
under resourced. 

In the above paragraphs I have 
quite deliberately oversimplified and 
overstated the basic tensions on 
which the Secondary Science Curri- 
culum Review rests. I have done this 
in order to highlight one importnnt 
aspect of the background to the 
study that has now been established.

Given the unprecedented level of 
curriculum development in the last 
two decades, what is the aim and 
purpose of this further initiative? Af- 
ter all one only has to list the 
Schools Council and Nuffield Science 
Teaching Project "packages" to see 
that the full age range from five to 
eighteen plus nas been covered. 

A. youngster today may well meet 
science 5/13; Nuffield Combined Sci- 
ence, School Coundt Integrated Sci- 
ence, and complete his, and more 
rarely her, education by taking Nuf- 
field Physical Sdence in the sixth 
form.

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A technological flavour

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It has become widely accepted that 
an introduction to technology should 
form a part of the education of all 
pupils. 

Most recently, this has been stres- 
sed by the papers on the school 
curriculum produced by the DES 
(The School Curriculum) and by the 
Schools Council (The Practical Curri- 
culum). 

What there is less agreement ab- 
out is what technology means in the 
context of schools - some use it as 
meaning a rather closed study of 
technical skills, others as an all- 
embracing theme which permeates 
all human endeavour. 

Clarification is necessary as an in- 
troduction to any discussion of tech- 
nology. For our purposes we inter- 
pret technology as having three im- , 
portant strands. 

Primarily, technology is about 
problem solving, the open-ended de- 
sign process, in which a problem is 
established and analysed, possible 
solutions considered, and the opti- 
mum solution selected, implemented a 
and evaluated. e 

Secondly, technology involves the a 


tions at various levels - Schools 
Council Modular Technology or 
JMB Engineering Science are in- 
teresting examples.

At the 11 to 13 or 14 year old 
stage, there is a widespread com- 
monality of present practice, with 
Nuffield Combined Science and Sci- 
ence for the Seventies, or very simi- 
lar schemes holding sway. Although 
many schools are not dissatisfied 
with this package, we believe that 
there are serious deficiencies and 
missed opportunities in such a diet. 
There is a good deal of evidence, 
especially from the work of Shayer 
and Adey (Towards a Science of 
Science Teaching - Heinemann) that 
the conceptual demands and struc- 
ture of much of this work are in- 
appropriate for the majority of 
pupils at this stage. This leads to the 
'‘practical sandwich” type of lesson 
often directed by the ubiquitous 
worksheet which occupies the pupil 
for the required length of time on

vergent, content based structure 
makes the most appropriate use of 
this time. Here, above all, in the 
opportunity for making science 
teaching more technological. 

In Oxfordshire, as part of the 
OERG Technology projects, we 
hove been looking, with local science 
and craft teachers, at ways of making 
the 11-13 curriculum more technolo- 
gical. We have developed two types 
of input into the established science 
curriculum: “Projects’’' and ‘‘Topics*’. 
The “projects” are short, problem 
solving exercises which might be fit- 
ted into the course at different places 
to give experience of the open-ended 
technological process. The “topics” 
are larger teaching units which take 
existing topics taught in 11-13 science 
ar 3 , . s P© est a teaching, approach 
which brings out the three strands of 
technology from L foein. 

These materials' Have Tjeen de- 
veloped by local teachers over the 
past year, and will be considered and 
implemented by a wider range of 
teachers in the coding year, we be-

The social 
implications of science are less in 
evidence, perhaps because of the re-

The third, and fundamental strand 
of technology, the problem solving 
projects, are sadly missing from 
courses at this stage, and most prac- 
tical work is very tightly structured 
and stereotyped. It is clearly is not 
easy to find the time and the orga- 
nization to introduce open ended, 
problem solving exercises at this 
stage. Perhaps such work being in- 
corporated .into the new structured 
technology courses will prove, by 
good practice, an example with sci- 
ence teachers may wish to follow.

Gillian Thomas reports on a science summer school for able children.

science summer school at Warwick 
University in July. It was the third to 
be or ganize d tnere by Dr Peter 
Screen, Senior Lecturer in Science 

^tSSooI is the highlight of the 
activities of the ESTEAM project - 
Enrichment Science and Technology 
for Exceptionally Able and Moti- 
vated Pupils - which involved science 
teachers in 22 Coventry and War- 
wickshire schools. It was set up be- 
cause of the concern of Dr Screen 
and colleagues in the two LEAs ab- 
out whether teachers were fully 
aware of the needs of the ablest 
children. . .... 

The “summer school takes place 
over two weeks each year. The first 
is attended by first-year pupils in 
Cbventry, who are 11 to 12 years 
old; and the second by pupils in 
Warwickshire, also first-years but 
aged 12 to 13. They are selected by a 
specially devised test on ability and 
motivation. 

Under the direction of Mr John 
Purcell, who has a three-year re- 
search fellowship at the university, 
and science teachers from each of 
the 11 schools involved, the War- 
wickshire children tackled ambitious 
projects on fibres. These included 
measuring the strength and elonga- 
tion of yarns, methods of flame- 
proofing, polymerization, wool 
shrinkage, the Identification and in- 
sulating properties ' of fabrics and 
papermaking in the context of the 
energy crisis. 

In addition there was a visit to 
Couitaulds for a lecture on polymers 
and to see the manufacturing and 
research processes. By contrast 
another day was spent at Ufton 


Fields, a local nature reserve for 1 
group field-work in biology on pond | 
life and habitats. 1 

As the children reported on iheir i 
week's work to an audience of staff 
and parents during the closing ses- 
sion on Friday evening, they left no 
doubt as to its value. 

A week off school was of course 
welcome in itself. But, in addition, it 
had been a unique opportunity to 
work in very small groups with a 
tutor on studies that had been care- 
fully designed to stimulate interest in 
scientific methods. Most had also 
gone on to draw conclusions from 
tneir discoveries. 

Thus, the children had been 
stretched in a way which is usually 
impossible in the classroom situation. 
However it is to the teachers them- 
selves that the summer schools are 
particularly directed. 

“They are primarily a vehicle for 
in-service training and our aim is 
twofold", explains Mr Mike Wild, 
Science Advisor for Warwickshire. 
“By getting them to work closely 
with able children we hope to make 
teachers more aware of their needs 
and potential. 

“In a science class, it is not easy to 
watch for all levels of ability at the 
same time. At the school they can 
try out fresh approaches and ex- 
change ideas with colleagues, as well 
as with the children themselves. 

“We also want to help teachers to 
be able to identify these children in 
their own classes, so their talents do 
not get ignored or neglected”. 

It was the realization that science 
potential was not always being ade- 
quately encouraged which led to the 
setting up of ESTEAM three years 
ago. For it, Dr Screen brought 
together local biologists, chemists 
ana physicists and they now meet 
fortnightly on Saturday mornings. 

They organize fieldwork, lectures, 
experiments, and visits for the chil- 
dren and are producing enrichment 
material - like project sheets, book- 


lets and experiment details - to ex- 
tend the depth of the core curricu- 
lum. Currently about 10 per cent of 
the science teachers in Coventry and 
Warwickshire are involved though 
they hope to draw in more and 
more. 

However, some headmasters and 
teachers in other subject areas do 
not favour the idea. In particular the 
summer school inevitably imposes an 
extra burden on the staff who remain 
behind in school as it needs one 
science teacher to accompany three 
pupils. 

There are accusations too of elit- 
ism, and criticism that the schools 
put an added drain on already 
strained resources. In fact, they are 
principally fended by Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, while BP has provided 
40,000 for John Purcell to direct 
ESTEAM overall. 

In addition, the Department of In- 
dustry has just approved a grant of 
£12,000 to cover a research post for 
the development of further enrich- 
ment material for able 11 to 13-year- 
olds, 

All the teachers at this year's 
school welcomed the opportunity it 
had provided to work in depth with 
keen, able pupils, most of whom 
were particularly interested in scien- 
ce though they nad been chosen pri- 
marily for their general ability. 

“It has been an insight into what 
distinguishes them from their peers", 
commented Ms Jean Bayliss, Head 
of Biology at Manor Park School 
near Warwick. “The week has cer- 
tainly made me more aware of how 
to identify the ablest children in a 
class and appreciate what their 
potential might be. 

“Undoubtedly, they have a greater j 
ability than most to discuss problems 
and come up with the answers to 
open-ended questions. Equally, I 
have come to recognize their limita- 
tions and that there are dangers in 
stretching them beyond their emo- 
tional development.

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Science and the Social Conflict 

“It can be downright offensive to attribute to science an academic 
neutrality . . . Joan Solomon introduces the SISCON-in-Schools Project . 

Nowadays we are all for socially 
relevant science. Every new science 
syllabus boasts that it contributes 
to an understanding of 
“technology-based living", or “the 
social implications of science". 

Best of all, two sixth-form syl- 
labuses have recently emerged 
which are explicitly devoted to 
this worthy theme - Science and 
Society, from the Association for 
Science Education and from SIS- 
CON (Science In a Social CON- 
text). And yet, hardly has the 
applause died down than critical 
voices are beard (The TES March 
13). Why should there be conflict 
over so worthy a project? What is 
the difficulty?

Much ingenuity has been ex- 
pended upon these courses and much 
!n«e is now being devoted to the 
development of Foundation Science 
fbr the least able group of third and 
fourth formers. Hopefully, in the not 
too distant future work will blossom 
on the General and Credit courses 
completing a bottom to top curricu- 
lar development in science . educa- 
tion. But how are these courses 
going to be any more effective than 
the existing ones? 

By adding the twin seasonings of 
"relevance” and “enjoyment" the 
mixtures rriay be made more palat- 
able to the pupils and teachers, but 
will the pupils who will be obliged to 
follow tncSe courses learn anything 
of luting value? 

During the years since these ear- 
lier courses were written a consider- 
able amount of educational research 
has been done within the sciences to 
investigate blockages to learning. It 
would repay curriculum writers to 
take cognisance of the results. It is 
easy to dismiss educational research 
as Irrelevant and academic and to 
depend upon the hunches of well 


seasoned teachers who "really know 
how pupils tick”. But all the curricu- 
lar developments of the past 20 years 
have been in the hands of such 
teachers and some disasters have re- 
sulted. Probably the worst of these, 
the original Numeld courses, were so 
unsuitable for Britain that they had 
to be exported to countries abroadl 
The Scottish Integrated Science in its 
earlier forms wns similarly exported. 

Now that we are back at the draw- 
ing board, perhaps the researchers 
have a contribution to make. I am 
not suggesting that theirs should be 
the only contribution, but that a 
biend of empirical study and experi- 
ence might nave a chance of success 
where previous efforts have proved 
to be inadequate. 

In the remainder of this article I 
should like to outline a few areas of 
research from which useful guidance 
might be sought by the curriculum 
wnters. 

Work done in Britain and else- 
where has revealed very clearly that 
pupils come to science with quite 
strong preconceptions or "alternative 
frameworks". These are picked up 
from experience, conversation, peer 
groups and parents. When pupils are 
presented with a phenomenon in sci- 
ence they interpret it in terms of 
their own preconceptions and often 
teachers are quite unaware that they 
have done so. (Not only is this 
observed in pupils but also in 
teachers, teaching outside their own 
discipline). 

A narrow necked tin has a balloon 
fitted over the outlet; the tin is he- 
ated and the balloon expands. The 


pupil explanation often is that hot air 
rises and fills the balloon. Explana- 
tions in terms of particle theory may 
well be written in the pupil's notes, 
but he holds on to his own “better 
and simpler" explanation. It is to be 
hoped that teachers aware of this 
would present the experiment with 
the tin held upside down “to allow 
the hot air to fair. This would help 
the pupil to dismantle his “hot air 
rises*' explanation before taking on a 
particulate picture. This is but one 
small example of a large amount of 
material which researchers have unc- 
overed and which might affect the 


indicates that the transmission weak- 
ness is almost certainly the consequ- 
ence of the traditional shape of prac- 
tical work which results in informa- 
tion overload. Before and during an 
experiment the pupil receives writ- 
ten, verbal and even pictoral instruc- 
tions. He has to recall from long- 
term memory names of equipment 
and materials referred to, recall ear- 


lier theory and skills (manual, 
graphical and computational). 

The experiment itself adds to the 


way that new material is presented. 

A second area of research which 
has a strong bearing upon the learn- 
ing of science has oeen carried out 
mainly in Scotland. We have turned 
our attention to the “holy ground" of 
practical work. It is a well embedded 
doctrine of science education that 
practical work must be an essential 
element of It and the more practical 
a pupil does himself the better. 
There has been a great deal of talk 
about discovery learning (albeit 
guided discovery) and the mythical 
Chinese proverb has often been 
quoted “I hear and I forget, I see 
and I remember, I do and 1 under- 
stand". The research evidence in 
support of this is obvious by its abs- 
ence. What is known is that pupils 
enjoy practical work as a break from 
the more didactic exercises, but the 
amount of congitive learning which 
takes place during practical work is 
disappointingly small. 

Certain hand skills are fostered 
but little else. The research evidence 


load by providing its own informa- 
tion; visual, aural, tactile etc. The 
total effect of this is to obscure what 
the experiment is trying to teach. 
The working memory is of limited 
capacity and for many experiments 
(some - beguilingly simple at first 
sight) this capacity is overloaded. 
The pupil is forced to take refuge in 
a number of tactics to reduce the 
overload, most of which are condu- 
cive to inefficient learning. 

• He may treat the experiment like 
a recipe, clause by clause, thus press- 
ing his nose so close to the “bark" 
that he cannot see the “tree”; and 
for less the “wood". 

• He may be frantically, but ran- 
domly, busy getting nowhere. 


• He may blindly copy others who 
appear to know where they are 
going. 

• He may volunteer to take on the 
role of recorder and allow his neigh- 
bour to do the actual work. 

All teachers of any experience will 
have seen some or all of these phe- 
nomena in a practical class, but may 
not have seen them as a consequence 
of information overload.

Why not revert to litmus paper?

Many experiments have been ex- 
amined and their effectiveness mea- 
sured after the lond has. been re- 
duced and very encouraging results 
have been obtained. 

- In a short article like this it is 
impossible to touch on more than 
these two potentially valuable re- 
search areas but I hope that a case 
has been made for the inclusion of 
researchers, or those' who are con- 
versant with the research which has 
been done, in the teams who are 
seeking solutions to the problems of 
providing “science for all*'.

The 1970s witnessed two major con- 
cerns developing within science 
education: that science should be 
presented as socially interactive and 
that girls (who were seen os dis- 
advantaged by lack of science qual- 
ifications) should become more in- 
volved in science and technology. 

Several research studies suggest 
that, if applications of science ana its 
social relevance were integrated into 
science courses, more girls might 
find these more attractive. It looked 
as if by meeting the first concern we 
might find solutions for the second. 
In this context, the ASE “Science in 
Society” project materials were 
eagerly anticipated. 


following criticism is chiefly con- 
cerned. as these nre the materials 
that will be placed in the hands of 
the pupils for them to read, reflect 
upon and discuss. 

With eminence as a criterion it is 
perhaps not surprising that women 


the materials became widely avail- 
able in the early part of 1981. They 
take three forms; a teacher's guide, 
containing a possible order of pre- 
sentation for an A/O course, hints 
for handling discussion and a con- 
siderable amount of data; a set of 12 
booklets (readers), containing papers 
written by many eminent doctors, 
scientists, industrialists, engineers 
and others and eight simulation exer- 
cises. 

It is with the readers that the 


as contributing to development of 
the course, only 24 are obviously 
women (55 names carrying initials 
only have largely been identified as 
male). This, of itself, would not have 
been an issue, but, as one reads the 
booklets, it becomes very dear that 
they were written by men, from n 
peculiarly male perspective on life, 
with boys in mind. The inclusion of 
more women at the development 
stage mighi have enabled the project 
to recognize that roughly half of the 
population, at school or among 
adults, is female. 

The pattern is set early on. The 
teachers guide recommends that the 
course should start with students' 
own homes and families: “The 
course is concerned with their socie- 
ty, so it seems essential that students 
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i- should feel involved from the out- 
Is set". After a preliminary raising of 
if questions, the pupils are referred to 
:t an historical paper: “Homes and 

Families in Society, 1760 - 1980" 
s (K6). To cover the field o number of 
i men of typical wealth or poverty nre 
s taken. 

s We begin with Richard Clark: 
i well-off country gentleman in 1760 
f (why not the Clark family?). After 
( five paragraphs we learn that he has 
s a wife, for her dress is described, 

> and the fact that “his waistcoat is 

> lovingly embroidered in silk by his 
s womenfolk". 

[ One real woman appears - Mrs 
i Hannah Glasse, whose The Art oj 
Cookery made Plain and Easy had 
appeared in 1747, and there are in- 
teresting extracts from her book. But 
this is not used as it could have been 
as the basis for a brief paragraph on 
the range of household crafts and 
versatility needed by a busy country 
housewife- in the mid - eighteenth 
century. 

Everywhere in the domestic scene, 
Richard Clark appears on his own: 

“Hob grates were available to 
Richard Clark by 1760.” (What did 
Mrs Clark sit by?) 

“In the country, Richard Clark’s 
servants carried away the slops.” 
(The servants were probably hired 
by Mrs Clark). 

The education of sons has its para- 
graph. What was or was not avail- 
able to girls has no mention at all. 

Tom Smith follows: country 

labourer in 1760, though his cir- 
cumstances and style of life are at 
the other end of the scale, he is 
presented in precisely the same way, 
a male with a female adjunct: 

“Candles were too expensive for 
Tom Smith . . 

“Farm workers like Tom lived 
largely on vegetables ..." (What did 
Mrs Smith eat7) 

"The one fire In Tom’s house was ; 
in the Jiving roofo-, slid here his wife-, 
choked. He burnt wood . . . etc.” 

“It is hard to compress into a few 
paragraphs the enormous changes 
which took place during the eight- 
eenth century and altered the lives of 
Tom Smith and his fellows’’. (Why . 
not "the Smiths and fellow families 
of labourers”?) 

, Robert Clark: factory owner in the 
1870s, though once again a married 
man (for tuti house has nurseries), 
lives in the same male-encapsulatea 
fashion as Richard a century before: 

.“Robert Clark’s choice of furniture 
and domestic- equipment ..." 

“Robert Clark yielded nothing 
to his great-grandfather in his 
appetite. ... 

“In his kitchen kobert could 
afford more modern equipment ..." 

Not surprisingly when another 
woman appears, it is Mrs Beeton 
whose Household management was 
published in 1861. As with eight- 
eenth century Mrs Glasse, brief ex- 
tracts from her book appear, but no 
indication of the. Immensity of „ her . 
achievement producing - the book at 
25 amid - constant . child bearing. As . 
for Robert’s womenfolk; we leam . 
only that they were “corsetted” and 
“suffered from the vapours”. From 
1870 onwards, girls’ education was to 
show rapid advances. Its only men- 
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shopkeeper, a company director, or 
an open-necked parson. It may be 
harder to recognize their wives - or 
to know who owns which car". For 
whom has the scene been set? Cer- 
tainly not for the girls. They learn 
yet again that men and boys are 
important and their role is subsidiary 
and weak, not worthy of comment. 

Things do not improve. Medicine 
and health is recommended an early 
place in the course. Various readers 
are relevant to this topic. In “Dis- 
ease and the Doctor”, the latter is 
presented as male, while the nurse is 
female. One exception is the anaes- 
thetist “the career is particularly suit- 
able for ladies who wish to keep in 
contact with hospital medicine while 
raising a family as the work can be 
provided on a sessional basis”. The 
author then goes on to comment 
coyly that “A striking feature of 
anaesthetists Is that they are invari- 
ably delightful company**. (Al) 

An imaginative use of a case study 
of a family going to live in the tro- 
pics is included to examine health 
service provision. But the value is 
destroyed by framing the story as 
Charles Brown’s dilemma. It Is his 
family, and his decisions and precau- 
tions that are taken. There Is no 
suggestion that the wife might be 
worried too and that the responsibil- 
ity is anyone's but Charles’ patriar- 
chal duty. Wc read (C6) that 
'‘daughters, especially can make a 
massive, contribution to the care of 
elderly relatives”, thereby implying 
that sons may either escape the bur- 
den of care or be deprived of the 
privilege of a caring relationship. 

Population and Health (B) avoids 
a gender commitment when defining 
the role of nurse but osteopaths, 
pathologists, consultants and Gta are 
masculine. This reader contains one 
dreadful chapter entitled “Sex and 
society” (warmly recommended In 
the teacher's guide) which, in n pre- 
judiced and non-scientlfic way, sets 
out to condemn changed sexual alti- 
tudes without examining them 
rationally: Among other positions 
taken, a criticism of the earlier dual 
standards for males and females has 
been interpreted as vice vs virtue. 
The overall impression given is that 
the sexual “freedom” acquired by 
women has been catastrophic. . . 

• Other booklets cbnllmie to rein- 
force the invisibility of women. “In

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mained rather vague. The illustra- 
tions on this page are taken from 
Communicating in the classroom, a 
handbook for secondary school 
teachers which is intended to remove 
some of the vagueness. Starting from 
examples of successful and unsuccess- 
ful work from the classroom, it has 
sections on setting and marking written 
work, on reading, on small and large 
group talk, and on listening skills. 

The team that prepared the mate- 
rial did so originally for initial train- 
ing courses, and in each chapter 
there are therefore specific sugges- 
tions for what to do in (for example) 
setting a discussion task, and warn- 
ings of pitfalls to avoid. During the 
trial of these ideas, there has been a 
lot of interest from experienced 
teachers. 

This volume is just one example of 
the sources of ideas now becoming 
available on how to help pupils to 
become more effective learners. The 


in Science, is another, and so is Lan- 
guage, Teaching and Learning in Sci- 
ence by C. G. Carre\ The full report 
of the reading activities developed by 
the Schools Council Project is also 
available in mimeographed form 3 . In 
addition, many indivfual studies of 
active languge and its role in learn- 
ing are being undertaken, such as 
that conducted in a Leicestershire 
school by John Horsfield 4 . 

This autumn county English advis- 
ers are inviting their science col- 
leagues to take part in a joint confer- 
ence on the role of pupils’ language 
in their mastery of scientific ideas. 
Perhaps all the effort that was' put 
into tne development of pupils' prac- 
tical work in the sixties wifi soon be 
matched by a comparably creative 
period in devising other activities for 
the classroom, which can make the 
practical part more meaningful. Will 
it be science teachers who demons- 
trate how to put into practice an 
effective language-for-learnlng policy?
